Claims 1-4 and 6-16 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims are directed towards an aliphatic polyketone containing ether groups of a specific 
structure. The claimed structure is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 

The applicants arguments regarding the inherency of the claimed structure when 
performing the process of Seiden et al. are persuasive (See arguments, pages 7 and 8). 
Due to the differences in processing conditions, the teachings of the original 
specification do not necessarily apply to the process of Seiden et al. Additionally, as 
Seiden et al. does not explicitly teach ketone groups being formed (5:1-14), there is no 
evidence that the process of Seiden et al. would result in the claimed structure. 

Sanderson et al. is incapable of forming the terminal groups newly added to the 
independent claims. The ketone groups of Sanderson et al. are formed by reacting the 
terminal alcohol groups of a polyoxyalkylene glycol with an oxidative catalyst to form a 
ketone group (2:28-54). Therefore the terminal group of the polymer is necessarily a 
ketone group. Modification of the ketone terminal group would result in the polymer not 
having ketone groups at all, thus the unit of Formula I would not be present. As ketone 
groups are not included in the Markush group of the independent claims, the claimed 
terminal group is not taught by Sanderson et al. 

Additionally, the predominant method of making aliphatic polyketones, reacting 
an olefin and carbon monoxide (See for example, EP 599415) would be not result in a 
polymer containing ether groups in the main chain in the manner required by Formula 
(1)-
